unexpectedly handed down a denial n 
ordering a commission In lunacy to in­ 
quire into the present state of mind 
of Stanford W hite’s slayer. 
The de­ 
rision of tho three disinterested men 
named to 
conduct tho 
inquiry will 
guide the future action of the court as 
to ordering Thaw to an asylum for the 
Insane or directing that the Indefinite­ 
ly interrupt od tiial for his life shall 
proceed. 
Jusilco 
Fitzgerald announced 
the 
appointment of the commission pri­ 
vately, In his chambers. 
Evelyn Nos- 
blt Thaw was there with tile lawyers 
and It became her tusk to break tho 
news to her husband 
in the Tombs. 
Tearful 
when she 
left the 
Judge’s 
rooms in tho criminal courts building, 
the young woman who has been such 
a conspicuous figure In the triall from 
first, to last was smiling and cheerful 
when Thaw’ was brought from his cell 
.o the hospital ward of the prison to 
meet her. 
Thaw’ received the court’s 
decision philosophically and said ho 
had no doubt 
the commission would 
declare him a sane man today.

Roosevelt made a trip from W ashing­ 
ton to Oyster Bay to cast Ins ballot 
for him. 
Before being elected district attor­ 
ney of New York county in 1883 Mr. 
Olney had been a member with Will­ 
iam O. Whitney of the commission ap­ 
pointed in 1879 to revise the laws of 
the state affecting public interests in 
New York city. 
He is a graduate of 
Harvard. 
Br. Put zel, the third member of the 
commission, Is a graduate of Bellevue 
hospital medical school and Tins had a 
long experience 
In that 
institution. 
He is qualified before tho state medi­ 
cal board as an examiner In lunacy. 
Tho Thaw jury was ordered on last 
Friday to a report before Justice Fitz­ 
gerald today. 
There will be a brief 
court proceeding and the jury will be 
excused indefinitely. 
W hether or no 
Thaw will be brought, into court for

City of Mi xico, March 27.— Mexico 
has been at last, 
requested to inter­ 
vene and use her hest efforts to bring 
about {mace in Central America. The 
request came from the republic of Sal­ 
vador and 
was 
made to 
President 
Diaz by Dr. Balltazar Estuplnian, the 
minister 
to Mexico 
from 
Salvador. 
Minister Est uranian received a tele­ 
gram from bis government saying Sal­ 
vador was withdrawing all her troops 
ft oui 
Honduras 
territory and 
was 
eager for peace. 
In the m essage the 
Salvadorean 
government asked 
Dr. 
Estuplnian to use his best efforts to 
cause the government 
of Mexico to 
take a firm stand for peace. 
As soon 
as Dr. Estupinian read the m essage lie 
Trove to the national palace and was 
granted an Interview 
with President 
Diaz. 
What transpired is not known, 
but 
as a result 
of the conference 
a 
m essage was immediately sent, to Am­ 
bassador Creel in W ashington bv tho 
president. 
The contents of this dis­ 
patch were not made public, but it is 
stated on good authority that Presi­ 
dent Diaz has instructed Mr. Creel to 
ioin the American government in a 
demand for the 
cessation of hostili­ 
ties.

CARD PLAYING. 


“O f all w ild animals,** writes A. W. 
Rallier iii 
Appleton's M agazine, “in- 
flUuing the rh 11 loo eros with hie fright­ 
ful charre1 u d his dreadful horn, in­ 
cluding the fusile elephant with his 
U ii bounded 
strength, 
his 
m arvelous 
cunning and his villainous trunk, and 
including that gray shaggy rogue, the 
American grizzly, with his rib crush­ 
ing lint;, his ponderous paw and ids 
hot, reeking maw, no beast is as dan­ 
gerous to man as any one of the big 
cats. 
“For, besides the mouth 
provided 
with teeth that ran crunch through the 
leg hone of a man as if it w ere a 
pipestem , each foot is provided with 
five poniard like claw s, pointed like 
needles and from three to four and a 
half Inches long. 
As the beast strikes 
with these he draws the claw s In, 
keeping hold* of m uscles ami tendons 
and ligam ents and tearing them out of 
the flesh until they snap like rubber 
bands, so that unless the victim suc­ 
cum bs it w ill ho months and m onths 
and som etim es years and years be­ 
fore he can regain use of an injured 
member. 
“Blit not only do these talons tear 
viciously. 
Furious to say, although 
the 
claw s 
are 
needle 
pointed 
and 
the edges are dull as the tip of a little 
finger, a cut with one of these hooks 
is like the out of a dagger. 
On que OC 
elision iu Rostock's trained wild ani 
mal show a Bengal tigress m ade a 
sw eep at a European black hear, cut 
through the six inch thick fur of the 
bear and cut three parallel strips two 
feet long and six inches deep and 
clean as razor slashes to tin* very 
backbone of tho beast. 
“As a m atter of fact, the dexterity 
of one of these big cats* claw s Is as­ 
tounding. 
Hero Is a curious accident 
w h i c h happened to Rostock w hen hi 
undertook personally to break in a 
“rogue* tiger that had ‘gone bail.’ 
Pro­ 
vided with sole leather guards worn 
next the skin and covering the fleshy 
part of the leg from the groin to the 
I nee, lie entered the arena with the 
bad one ami w as attacked and wound­ 
ed. 
Ills trousers were slashed in one 
s p o t just big enough to adm it a single 
claw , an undergarment showed two 
sim ilar and tho sole leather guard 
three sim ilar cuts, while the flesh w as 
torn an inch deep in four places three 
inches long. 
“Still another instance show ing tile 
m arvelous quickness of claw happened 
in the sam e show when the trainer in 
charge- of a leopard group w as saved 
In th(> nick of tim e from a rogue which 
had tried to pull him down by clim b­ 
ing up on him. 
The arni of this man 
show ed between wrist and elbow alone 
tw enty-six 
wounds 
varying from 
a 
quarter of a i inch deep and an inch 
long to one inch deep anil four inches 
long. 
“Of all the big eats, including that 
m agnificent Jungle maned monarch of 
m ight, the lion, and including those 
beautifully spotted orange and black 
villains, the jaguar and the leopard, 
and their cousin, that noiseless, light­ 
ning sw ift traitor, the panther, train­ 
ers prefer to handle tile tiger. 
“This is contrary to the popular be­ 
lie f w hich credits the tiger as the most 
bloodthirsty of all w ild beasts. 
The 
tiger is, how ever, tho quickest to learn 
and the easiest to handle. 
W hereas 
the tiger alw ays rem ains a nervous, 
high strung brute, after a tim e a lion 
becom es phlegm atic and lazy and re­ 
q u ir e s urging, which is apt to cause 
trouble. 
“ W hereas the tiger is a demon incar­ 
nate and m erciless once aroused, he is 
at least an honest fighter that gives 
am ple w arning when about to attack 
and only as a rare exception attacks a 
m an from behind, unlike the jaguar, 
the leopard and the panther, w hich are 
treacherous and alm ost invariably at- 
. 
tack when a back is turned. 
“ Again, of all this dangerous fam ily 
the nature of the tiger com es nearest 
th at of any ordinary house cat, and, al­ 
w ays com paratively, the tiger It Is that 
is m ost appreciative once the m aster 
has succeeded iii establishing his truce. 
Then, like the dom estic cat, he likes to 
brush up against the person of his 
trainer, loves to have his back rubbed 
and groomed and tho top of his head 
scratched to soothe the everlasting itch 
betw een the ears, w hile he em its purs 
o f 
satisfaction, 
forgetting 
that 
the 
least unforeseen accident may arouse 
murderous instincts that w ould In a 
tw inkling convert the friendly m eeting 
into a sham bles.”

only occupation w as to spend Ids days 
at his club, and especially In Its card 
•oom. 
At the period when I first knew him 
he had ceased playing cards him self, 
hut w as extrem ely fond of w atching 
other people play. 
He w as tie* m ost 
inoffensive of spe< taters, never m ade 
com m ents or criticism s and sim ply 
amused him self in w atching tile fall 
of tin* cards. 
Gradually, however, experience show ­ 
ed or was Imagined to show that any 
player whoso cards he overlooked held 
I lad hands w ith, as it was asserted, an 
extraordinary regularity. 
He invariably asked perm ission be­

At least so says the 
leader of a St. L u lls organization. 
“Thoro war som e criticism of the or­ 
chestral numbers given at a concert last 
winter, lait I know that the fault w as 
not that of the men so much as of the 
instruments. 
Alm ost every player has 
at least two, som etim es three or four, 
Instruments, and oui* at least Is the 
I>est he. can afford to buy. 
This Is es- 
pecially true in tin* case of tile strings, 
for accidents w ill happen, and to be pro­ 
panol against them string players have 
usually tw o or three violins—one for 
ordinary work, like teaching, dancing 
and rehearsing, and a superior violin 
for solos and concerts. 
Now, It happened that on the even­ 
ing of the concert In question the 
weather w as atrocious. 
It w as snow ­ 
ing and sleeting and raining by tunis. 
\ genuine violinist thinks about as 
murk of ids best fiddle as he does of 
his youngest child, and so on tile con­ 
cert night the string player thought to 
him self that he wouldn't take out his 
good fiddle. 
It might get dam p or he 
gilt fall off tin* street ear w ith it 
and sm ash it to splinters, so he resolved 
to leave it at home and take his every­ 
day fiddle, thinking that in the ensem ­ 
ble nobody but him self would notice 
the difference.

Revival of busy days of stoa rn boating 
on the M ississippi and Its tributaries 
is likely to be the outcome of the pas­ 
sage of the rate law aud the agitation 
by business men and farm ers for more 
facilities for m oving goods aud crops. 
The w aterw ays com m ission announc­ 
ed by President Roosevelt will look in 
to this subject particularly. There is 
much talk am ong men interested in the 
steam bcating 
that 
has 
survived 
of 
plans to provide more facilities. Steam ­ 
boats were alm ost driven out of busi­ 
ness by railroad rate cutting. 
Burh 
methods w ill be im possible under the 
rate law. 
The decline of the steam boat busi­ 
ness on tin* M ississippi and Its tribu­ 
taries began in 1872, when the rail­ 
roads started their inroads into the 
trade that had been controlled by the 
river craft, w rites a Bt. Louis corre­ 
spondent of the New York 
Tim es. 
Traffic on the M ississippi had revived 
after the w ar and w as at tin* highest 
point from ISOS to 1872. 
From that 
year the decline w as gradual until 
about 1885. 
Traffic on the Missouri, however, w as 
tile first to be affected owing to the 
earlier extension of railroads into that 
territory. 
Only three boats w ere ply­ 
ing between Bt. Louis and K ansas City 
in 18SS and none from Bt. Louis to 
points aliove K ansas City. Som e sm all 
boats were plying in “short trades*' on 
the Missouri as far up as Bism arck, 
N. I). 
For the last fifteen years traf­ 
fic on the M issouri has been practically 
abandoned, so far as direct connection 
with St. Louis is concerned. 
Efforts 
are now being m ade to revive tlds in­ 
dustry. 
A syndicate of K ansas City 
merchants, headed by L. II. Jones, has 
announced that it is ready to organize 
a company, w ith a capital of $200,000, 
to establish a line of boats betw een 
K ansas City and St. I>ouis. 
A N ash­ 
ville IT en n.) stoa rn I >oa t com pany w ill 
run one or tw o boats oil tile Missouri 
from Bt. Louis to Miami, 250 m iles up 
the river. 
Largo quantities of grain w ere car­ 
ried In barges from Bt. Louis to New 
Orleans for export from 1869 to about 
1899. 
Low railroad rates to the sea­ 
w ard and low water troubles In the 
M ississippi in 1899 caused this branch 
of transportation to he abandoned. 
Figures given by tile St. Louis Mer­ 
chants’ Exchange relative to the river 
traffic of the last twenty years are as 
follows:

The Bt. Louis and New O rleans An­ 
chor lino, the last line of steam ers op­ 
erating betw een St. Louis and N ew Or­ 
lean s, w ent out of business in 1898. 
Captain i. M. Mason, for m any years 
president of the line, says difficulties 
r esu ltin g from low water iii the river 
had as much to do with the failure as 
the m atter of rates. 
The low wafer 
was caused partly by the lack of e f­ 
fectual im provem ent of the river by 
the governm ent. 
At present shipm ents to N ew Grit ann 
by river m ust be transferred at Mem­ 
phis and again at Vicksburg. The river 
lilies are m aking no attem pt to sec un* 
through business, having abandoned it 
to the railroads. 
One lino having three boats operates 
betw een Bt. Louis and Bt Baul iii the 
m idsum m er season, confining its busi­ 
ness chiefly to passenger traffic. Only 
one boat, making two trips a week, 
operates between Bt. I/m is and l ’eo- 
ria, In the Illinois river, w here in the 
early seventies steam ers w ere making 
daily trips. 
Bresident W. A. B ennett of the Gin 
clnnatUcham ber of commerce says that 
he thinks m ost important to the utiliz­ 
ing of tho w aterw ays of the coun­ 
try Is legislation to prevent a pooling 
of Interests or other arrangem ents that 
practically at present prevent conq>etl- 
tlou betw een railroads and steam boats 
It is a A v e ll known fact that the rail­ 
roads control the inland river traffic, 
F. A. Laidley of Cincinnati, an ex­ 
tensive ow ner of steam boats, says;

The constitution xv111 be subm itted to 
the people of Oklahoma and Indian 
territories ut a special election Aug. 6. 
One of tho last acts of the convention 
w as to appoint a com m ittee to solicit 
funds to pay the expenses of tin* (‘lec­ 
tion, the convention having exhausted 
practically all tin* money appropriated 
by congress. 
If the constitution is ratified, som e 
very mo lev i applications of present 
day reforms w ill be tried In the new 
state.
